First there was Maximum Rock and Roll, then there 
was We Got Power, next was Destroy L.A., and finally 
we have Flipside fanzines compilation record. Although 
Flipside is the oldest and possibly the best fanzine 

in the world they've only now released their first 
compilation record. What-is it that separates Flip- 
sides release from all the others? Only a few minor 
differences come to mind, such as better production 
quality, a diverse range of bands and most importantly 
the songs aren't just extras that the groups had never 
planned to put out on vinyl. Most of the songs display 
the groups at the hight of their powers, which is a 
pretty tall order considering bands like; The Dickies, 
Government Issue, The F.U.'S, Kruat, G.B.H. (the only 
non American band), The Scream, and The Freeze all 
have contributed to the album. What truely makes this 
release stand out is not the songs themselves, but the 
added intros to the songs by the bands. Each group 
provides a touch of humor to the album and also gives 
the record a sense of continuity that seems to lack in 
most national compilations. So until theInk Disease 
copmilation comes out I'm afraid this is simply the 
best there is to offer. Be more than a witness, buy 
the record and dig the inner grove.

ID:Which song would you do? 

Thet’s impossible to 
say. Any kind of TV, any form of the nedia, 
I want to be exposed to. Radio, fanzines, 
television, newspapers,film--anything. 
ID:Do you want to saturate the market? 
J:Yeah, I mean we’ve cornered the aotion 
picture aarket. We just made a movie that 
we’re getting a lot of good press on. I want 
to write music for sleazy rovies. 
ID:Tell us about the movie. 
J:Formerly"Desperate Teenage Runaways" it’s 
now “Desperate Teenage Love Dolls” because of | 
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Kim Fowley,mentor of the sixties, who put 
together The Runaways. This is about an all 
girl band, how they are all sleazed, how 
sleazy Hollywood is, how they are taken 
advantage of, ripped off and people get 
killed. 

ID:Fame hes its price. 
J:Yeah, It’s just like that. The evils of 
Hollywood. They have to fight off an all 
girl gang that claims that they’re invading 
their turf. The leader of the gang is our 
old guitarist, Tracy Les, and she’s really

went through a period where we took a 
vacation and we didn’t do anything for a 
year.

S:Not to metion singing at the same time. 
J:Redd Kross has taken a long time to 


Once we lock into something, we 
change. It takes forever...it’s bizarre. 
We’ve had every line up you can name. We’ ve 


tried everything. Chet of Wasted Youth waa in 
the band. Dez was in twice. About twenty 
different line ups. We’re settled now with 
just two guitars, bass, and drums, except 
this record. I’ve done all the guitar. wa 
just continue to change’ and become better 
musicians. 

ID:What’s the packaging of the new LP like? 
J:It’s totally exploitive on a teen level. 
It goes from Jimi Hendrix’s first album to 
Quiet Riot. We mixed it. You know those car 
mirrors that are round and warped. Well 
Jennifer Schwartz’s mother has a wall plaque 
with fifty. of those s0 we posed for a piture 
in then. We made bizarre poses. My mor 
said,"These look like you’re on drugs!" Well 
all right!! (laughter) She was really pissed 
off. We’re going for a teen look.(talk goes 
en about girls trying to beat them up. Gloria 
Bennet giving them voice lessons.) 
S:She’s scary, short, SOO pound jewish woman 
with tonsa of make up and 4 heavy New York 
Accent. 

J:She didn’t like me. She wanted me to comb 
my hair. I got some helpful hints but it took 
me four months to get over it. She thought 
that she thought I should still play even 
though my voice was so bad. She couldn’t 
believe that I sang in public. 

S:I don’t know if Tiger Beat is quite ready 
for us yet. 


ID:Do you guys know the date of your last 
haircut? reece 
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J:I remember when I made the decision never 
to > cut, it. It was three years ago. Et 
wasn’t because of any band or anyone. I just 
decided to do this. It’s our way of being 


different. There was a period when I looked 
really weird and I was getting all kinds of 
shit. I went to school with green hair. The 
kids didn’t really know much about Punk then 
and I was really a freak. When the Punk look 
became a little bit normal, I started to feel 
normal. Then I started to let my hair grow 
and it was weird. All of a sudden I was a 
freak again. It wasn’t like I just dyed ay 
hair and chopped. it. It was a gradual 
process. People think you are Jeff Spicoli. 
(from Fast Times at Ridgemont High) 

S:Yeah, I went through that until I dyed amy 
hair black. 

J:I didn’t comb my hair because I wanted it 
all scroungy. 

ID: You wanted dreads? 

S:Poseur dreads. 

J:No, I just didn’t comb my hair for a year. 
I got these things in my hair, Yeech! Summer 
is really fucked. It’s all stringy. 
Everytime you turn in bed, your hair pulis 
and it’s fucked. 

ID:What else is it like to have long hair? 
S:Sexual relations. 

J:Girls seem to like you more with long hair.

Truce were interviewed by Joe and Thomas. 
This was only their second show but they 
seemed pretty positive and energetic, even if 
only seven people graced the halls of the 
Cathay. Truce is a straight-peace band, which 
is unusual. They had a lot to say about their 
views and kept interrupting each other to say 
it, so here we go... 


ID:What’s your band name and why did you pick 
it? 

Dylan(DRUMMER) :America’s Punk Rock (Joe’s 
band, now called Hawaii’s HardCore.) Truce! 
Peter(Guitar): Truce can mean an end to all 
wars. It also means unity among different 
people in the scene and all around. To remind 
them to break down the barriers. 

Dylan:I don’t go for that unity thing; it’s 
more of an individual thing. It means not 
fighting people unless you totally have 
to.(Then they go on about unity.) 

ID:Don’t you think this kind of message is 
overemphasized? 

Dylan:That is not our main theme. 

Peter:I don’t think it is overemphasized 
because it hasn’t gotten across to a lot of 
people. 

Sunny (Basa) :I don’t think this kind of 
message can ever be overemphasized... 

Peter:A lot of people haven’t caught on yet. 
Sunny:If all wears end, two guys are going to 
be fighting over a peanut. 

Peter:Because nothing is perfect, so it has 
to always be stressed. 

ID:What are your songs about? 

Peter:We have a lot of different topics. 
Dylan:We are tryihg to make all of our songs 
totally different s0 that .no one can 
categorize us. Also, so that we have 
something that everyone can relate to. We 
have a song, “Vivisection Within." We are 
all sort of into the Straight Edge and the 
peace thing. I think a lot of-Straight Edge 
guys could care less about world affairs and 
things that are important, like people dying. 
And the peace people don’t really :care about 
the Straight Edge. 

Peter:We have some songs about people. WwW 
have one called, “Nothing Matters." It is 
about really selfish people. We have a song 
about imperialism. We should break down the 
barriers be a little more cooperative with 
each other. 


Sunny:For me, this band is a positive 
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vehicle. We have this song called,"Thoughts 
of Steel." We did it in there (Their set at 
The Cathay) three times. (laughter) Ets is 
really positive. I guess I will give you the 
lyrics:"You have got something to say..."(The 
other member’s wouldn’t let him finish since 
he didn’t have enough “treble” in his voice.) 
Dylan:Although we are a serious band, we do 
joke around and have fun. 
David(Singer):OK. I will say them real fast.

Dylan:We have been trying to get it going for 
a year and we never really had a positive 
attidude until now. We have high standards. 
Sunny:We always practice, on time. We’re just 
trying to do things right this time. Just try 
to get things going really fast, because most 
other bands don’t. 
Peter:We don’t have rules or regulations, we 
are just really strict, with ourselves. We 
@ sure we get it done 
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ID:Are you religious? 
Peter:No 

Sunny:I go to Baptist church. 
Dylan:I just don’t like the idea that people 
have to have faith in religion, when they 
can’t think for themselves and have faith in 
themselves. 

Peter:I don’t like extremely organized 
religion. Religion has caused a lot of wars
